Automobile Regulation 


The State should Assume a greater 


measure of responsibility for public 
safety. One of the most vexing prob- 
lems which the State i.s called upon to 
meet is the growth in the number of 
automobiles. 
It has increased from 


134,405 in 1916 to 1,009,825 in U122 
—an increase in nine years of more 
than 660 per cent. 
Next year more 


than 1,300,000 automobiles will be 
licensed—an increase of SCO per cent 
over ten years ago. The outlook is 
that we shall license 1,560,000 in 1924 
and at least 1,800,000 in 192.5. 


As the number of cars increases, ! 


the number of operators automatical- 
ly increases. There is no correspond- 
ing figure in the mileage of streets 
nnd highways. Therefore, as we add 
naturally from two to three hundred
